- The general common concept underlying the present application is a composition 
comprising an activated citrus peel extract (ACPE) and a process for the preparation of an 
activated citrus peel extract, wherein the ACPE is prepared by an activation method which 
includes exposure of citrus peels to at least one pathogen. 

This general common concept is not novel, see e.g. document D1 (IL1 20929 A), which 
refers to the production of antifungal and antimicrobial substances for medical and 
agricultural use, comprising applying plant fungal or bacterial pathogens to citrus fruit 
peels, incubating the citrus peels and extracting the treated peel to obtain a liquid enriched 
in antifungal and antimicrobial substances.
